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British Columbia’s mineral production this year 
promises to considerably exceed that of any previous year 
in the history of mining in the province, says E. Jacobs, 
editor of the B. C. Mining Record. Taking the quantity of 
the several metals produced last year and calculating the 
enhanced value at this year’s average prices it will be found 
that even if the production for the current year were to 
sow no Jncrease in quantity the value would be fully 
$1,800,000 greater than that of 1905. 
membered that the quantity of ore produced this year by 
the lode mines of the province has already exceeded that 
of the whole of last year it will be evident that if nothing 


But when it is re- 


occurs to interrupt production during the unexpired portion 
of the year it will be quite reasonable to look for a consid- 
erable increase in quantity and a larger increase in total 
value, the latter as the result of the higher average prices 
for the year above referred to. 

While no statistics of the current year’s production of 
placer gold are as yet available, there is good reason to also 
look for an increase in this direction, conditions having 
been generally favorable to a larger recovery of gold in the 
placer mining districts during the season nuw drawing to a 
close than in 1905. It is probable that both Atlin and 
Caribou will be found to have made a larger total recovery, 
while the outlying districts of Cassiar will add an appreci- 
able large amount to the year’s total. Coal and coke, too, 
should exhibit a substantial advance, notwithstanding that 
conditions have not been favorable tu the ordinary average 
output of the Vancover Island collieries being maintained, 
The Crows Nest Pass Coal mines have already produeed 
more coal this year than during the whole of 1905, so that 
if no serious interruption to production takes place to pre- 
vent the last quarter of 1906 from contributing a proportion- 
ately large output, a considerable increase in total tonnage 
should be the result of the year’s coal mining operations, 
Building materials, as well, will show a larger tutal value 
than in past years, for there has been an active demand for 
brick, stone, cement, etc., and these are included under the 
head of non-metallic minerals when making up the statis- 
tics of mineral production. 

Put it is not the largely increased production of the 
year that will most impress capitalists with the progress 
and prosperity of British Columbia’s mineral industry; it 
is rather the convincing evidence afforded by the payment 
of a comparatively large sum of money in dividends that 
will most strongly appeal to them. When it shall become 
widely known that a number of British Columbia’s mines 


are at last in a position to distribute profits periodically | 


cipital will not be difficult to obtain for promising mining 
enterprises, and since it is capital for develupment that is 
most needed to bring about the utilization of the enormous 
mineral resources of the province on a much larger scale, 
it is certainly gratifying to at last find conditions becoming 
favorable to the encouragement of capitalists to put money 
into mining in the province. While a total distribution 
of between $2,000,000 and $3,000,000 of bona fide ea 
profits this year may not be a very large showing, it is an 
earnest that the corner has at length been turned and that

mining and smelting in British Columbia are now offering 
¢ siderable inducements to capitalists to engage in these 
industries in the province. 


British Columbia is prosperous. Her leading indus- 
tries were never more successful than they have been for 


the last year or two. Employment in ail lines is abundant. 


Indeed, the only drawback is the lack of workers to make 
possible the full development that the situation indicates 
is within reach, Immigrants are coming into the province; 
settlement is extending in every section of it at} the 
pioneers are pushing out into the more remote, and hitherto 
unexplored districts. Never before has there been so much 
interest shown abroad in regard to British Columbia as 
there is at the present time, or capital been so willing to 
bear its important and necessary part in the utilization «f 
our vast natural resources or the improvement and exten- 
sion of the facilities for transportation, so as to make 
readily accessible every part of the province, says the Van- 
couver News-Advertiser.

GETTING IN THE WALNUTS, 


Ag Industry That Closes Calffornta 
Country Sehools. 

The first English walnut orchard in 
Californian was planted with seed from 
the Los Angeles mission gardens, where 
the padres had started a few trees with 
nuts brought with them from Spain. 
The undertaking was a success from 
the first, aud the acrenge of walnuts 
has steadily increased. The walnut 
tree's carly age of bearing, its long life 
and the steady demand for its product 
tend to make the enterprise deservedly 
popular. 

The walnut tree begins to bear when 
six or seven years old, and nothing ts 
known definitely of its age limit of 
bearing. 
tre@s in Spain one or two centuries old 
bearing enormous crops. The oldest 
trees in California are still bearing, but 
deductions from the short history al- 
ready made show thit the tree is In its 
prime from its twenty-fifth to its thir. 
teth year. Fifteen hundred pounds of 
buts to the acre is a good avernge yield, 
making seventy-five pounds the average 
weight from one tree. 

The harvest time begins about the 
middle of September and lasts nearly 
six weeks, The nuts begin to fall with 
the leaves, and the perfect cultivation 
under the trees leaves no chance for 
them to lose themselves among clods 
or weeds. The brown dead leaves 
alone hide the nuts. Under normal con- 
ditions they drop free from the outer 
husk, or hull, through its irregular 
bursting, and getting the nuts picked 
up is a simple matter. Sometimes thé 
trees are well irrigated just before har- 
vest time to insure the clean dropping 
of the nuts. 

Boys and girls, men and women, Jap- 
anese and Chinese, are all pressed into 
service, and on hands and knees the 
great orchards are gone over, not once, 
but several times, on account of the ir- 
regular ripening of the nuts. The trees 
are occasionally shaken during the sea: 
son to loosen the nuts, and before the 
last gleaning they are “poled” to start 
the very tardy ones. This is done by 
long, coarse bamboo poles, whose light 
weight makes them easily handled. 

In certain rural districts the public 
schools close regularly for a “walnut 
vacation.” The help of the children is 
needed, and the children are nothing 
loath to replenish their diminished 
purses, Pails, cans and gunnysacks are 
scattered among the pickers, and when 
the bags are full they are carried to 
the drying grounds, where they are 
spread out on slat trays to dry.—Re.
